PLO sources said the taam 
expected to stay four or five- 
days, but the Jordanian sources 
said they did not expect the 
initial dialogue to last more 
than a day. 

It is likely that the course 
and duration of the talks wifl 
depend on how they start off. 

Mr. A1 Fahoum told Reuters 
at his office in Damascus, that 
the PLO wanted to build conf- 
idence between itself and Jor- 
dan. 

“We want to take it easily, 
to build our relations on a ve- 
ry dear and much stronger ba- 
sis,” he said. 

The dialogue was due to be- 
gin 10 days ago but was post- 
poned because of the death of 
Her Majesty Queen Alya. Ins- 
tead Mr. Fahoum came here to 
present the PLO’s condolences 
to the King. 

By the accident of their post- 
ponement the talks now follow 
the Middle Fast, tour of the 
U.S. secretary of state. 

In New York, Time magazine 
reported Monday that PLO cha- 
irman Yasser Arafat is ready- 
to give his consent to a confe- 
deration of Jordan and a Pales- 
tinian state. 

The American news weekly 
said the new PLO position ca- 
me to light in talks last week 
between President Anwar Sadat 
of Egypt and Mr. Vance.

If negotiations 
are to be conducted, it is only 
natural that the Palestinians be 
represented at such negotia- 
tions. 

There must be a global solu- 
tion and this global solution 
must deal with all aspects of 
the Palestinian problem. 

Q. : What role has France pla- 
yed in the RLE. peace effort and 
what guarantees is your coun- 
try prepared to give if a settle- 
ment b readied. 

A. : France does not seek to 
play any particular role, for it 
has a traditional standing in the 
Middle East Furthermore, Fra- 
nce occupies a permanent seat 
in the Security Council, which 
imposes upon it responsibilities 
concerning the M.E. crisis. The- 
refore it must participate in the 
search for a solution to the 
problem. 

As to the guarantees, they will 
be the object of negotiations. 
When a solution is reached, 
France will consider what gua- 
rantees to provide in order to 
ensure that such a solution is 
permanent.

Fahmi 
wants ’

Geneva 
meet 


CAIRO, Feb. 21 (R). — Egypt 
informed France officially to- 
night that it would welcome its 
participation at a resumed Ge- 
neva Middle East peace confe- 
rence, Egyptian Foreign Minis- 
ter Ismail Fahmi said. 

Mr. Fahmi, speaking to repo- 
rters after his second round of 
talks with French Foreign Mi- 
nister Louis de Guiringaud, said 
Egypt welcomed the basic role 
France was prepared to play in 
solving the Middle East crisis. 

He added that he had offi- 
cially informed M. de Guirin- 
gaud of Egypt’s wish to see 
France join the Geneva confer- 
ence. 

Meanwhile, M. de Guiringaud 
said in an interview in the in- 
fluential Egyptian daily A1 Ah- 
ram today that while France 
did not intend to make specific 
proposals for a settlement, it 
had asked the new Carter go- 
vernment in Washington to 
play a greater part in promot- 
ing peace in the Middle East. 

According to informed sour- 
ces in Amman, Jordanian lead-

DAMASCUS. Feb. 21 (R). — 

U.S. Secretary of State Cyrus 
Vance flew back to Washington 
today at the end of his six-na- 
tion Middle East tour, leaving 
Arab leaders cautiously optim- 
istic about moves towards pea- 
ce in the area. 

But shortly before leaving 
Damascus he said no progress 
had been made on the key is- 
sue blocking a resumption of 
Geneva peace talks, that of Pa-, 
lestinian representation. 

He told reporters earlier that 
both Israeli and Arab leaders 
were willing to return to Gene- 
va this year if the status of 
the Palestine Liberation Organi- 
sation (PLO) could be settled. 

Both sides were “desperate” 
for a peace settlement, he said. 

Both Israel and the PLO face 
important political tests in the 
next three months -- general 
elections in Israel on May 17 
and a meeting on the Palesti- 
nian National Council on Mar- 
ch 12 which win discuss future 
policy. 


Key questions obout the 
PLO’s role in peace negotia- 
tions, the shape of a future Pa- 
lestinian state and its relations 
with its Arab neighbours will 
be debated, but it is too early 
to say whether any definite de- 
cisions will emerge. 

Only after these two politi- 
cal tests will it be possible to 
gauge the success or otherwise 
of this month’s diplomatic ef- 
forts by Mr. Vanoe and other 
foreign visitors to the region, 
including U.N. Secretary Gene- 
ral Kurt Waldheim, the French 
and West German foreign min- 
isters, and a senior Soviet di- 
plomat. 

Mr. Vance had a friendly sen- 
doff this morning when he left 
Saudi Arabia after talks with 
Crown Prince Fahd Ibn Abdul 
Aziz and Foreign Minister Prin- 
ce Saud A1 Faisal. 

In an airport statement, Prin- 
ce Fahd said he was now more 
optimistic as a result of Mr. 
Vance’s mission.

Assad: Syria welcomes

DAMASCUS. Feb. 21 (R). — 
Syrian President Hafez Assad 
told newsmen today this coun- 
try would welcome and support 
any step towards a confederal 
link between Jordan and a futu- 
re Palestinian state. 

He told a press conference 
shortly before U.S. Secretary 
of State Cyrus Vance left for 
home that he did not believe 
Egyptian President Anwar Sa- 
dat's call for such a link had 
anything to do with the Geneva 
Middle East peace conference. 

He did not explain. 

Answering a reporter’s ques- 
tion he said Syrians supported 
any federal step between two 
Arab states, and “accordingly 

we support any step between 
the envisaged Palestinian state 
and Jordan,” although the inte- 
ntions of the parties concer- . 
ned were not known yet. 

Asked whether he supported 
the idea of a Palestinian gover- 
nment in exile the Syrian pre- 
sident remarked : "This matter 
concerns the Palestine Libera- 
tion Organisation (PLO), but I 
personally see no point in for- 
ming such a government at this 
stage.” 

He said his meeting with Mr. 
Vance had been useful, and 
fruitful, and gave a positive 
impression, and covered the 
prospects of movement towards 


a just peace in the Middle East. 

“We are all agreed that we 
should continue our efforts for 
the achievement of this peace,” 
he added. 

He agreed with Mr. Vance 
that the Geneva conference mi- 
ght be resumed in the second 
half of this year if some of the 
obstacles could be overcome. 

"In the light of these recent 
contacts". President Assad said, 
“it appears possible that the 
Geneva conference could recon- 
vene in the second half of 1977, 
and that signifies that possible 
ways exist of by-passing pre- 
sent difficulties”. 

Speaking to a group of new- 
smen after the press conference 
ended. President Assad said he 
hoped to meet President Jimmy 
Carter in Europe in May. 

He said he was very happy 
to have received an invitation 
from Mr. Carter to visit the 
U 5. 

He added that he would go 
one day, but before that he wo- 
uld meet the president in a Eu- 
ropean capital in May. 

Asked at the press confere- 
nce whether Syria would agree 
to any modification of the p re- 
1967 frontiers should Israel ag- 
ree’ to abandon some of its con- 
ditions, Mr. Assad replied : “De- 
finitely not, because Syria will 
not give up one inch of Arab 
land."

had despatched Mr. Vance to 
the Middle East so soon after 
taking office so that he could 
have face-to-face meetings with 
leaders of the area. 

In addition, he told Mr. Van- 
ce : ’You yourself expressed 
that at the core of the entire 
Middle Eastern problem is the 
Palestinian question.” 

Mr. Vance said in reply he 
agreed there was a basis for 
optimism -- but at the same 
time he wanted to caution that 
a lonj and difficult road lay 
ahead. 

He said the Palestinian ques- 
tion was “one of the core ques- 
tions.” 

As on his other stops, Mr. 
Vance conveyed an invitation 
from President Carter -- this 
time to crown Prince Fahd, the 
second most powerful man in 
the state. He accepted, with the 
date to be announced later. 

EEC text urges 
Israeli pullback? 

Cairo. Feb. 21 (R). — The Se- 
mi-official Cairo newspaper AI 
Ahram said today that the Mi- 
nisterial Council of the Euro- 
pean Common Market (EEC), 
has prepared a call for Israel's 
withdrawal from Arab territo- 
ries occupied in 1937. 

The Middle East crisis could 
not be solved without recogni- 
sing the Palestinian people’s 
rights on a regional basis, ac- 
cording to a text which AI Ah- 
ram said the EEC Ministerial 
Council adopted at a meeting in 
London last month. 

But the ministers decided to 
postpone publication of the sta- 
tement while awaiting the re- 
sults of visits of a number of 
EEC foreign ministers to the 
Middle East, AI Ahram said. 

AI Ahram said the council's 
text had stipulated the necessi- 
ty of Israel ending its occupa- 
tion of the Arab territories it 
occupied in 1967 and that Israel 
must recognise the Palest inian 
people’s rights. 

The draft statement, accord- 
ing to AI Ahram, said the Mid- 
dle East dispute could not be 
solved without "practically” 
translating the legitimate rights 
of the Palestinian people into 
a nationalist entity on a regio- 
nal basis." 

AI Ahram said the draft had 
underlined the need of the Pa- 
lestinians’ participation in Mid- 
dle East peace negotiations. 

The text, AI Ahram reported, 
said member states of the Euro- 
pean Common Market were 
“ready to participate in a sys-

“The capital outlay of most 
Jordanian firms is limited, and

But Dr. Butros adds that the 
RSS does not operate entirely 
along the lines of a traditional 
R&D organisation in an indus- 
trial society. He points to the 
work of the RSS in such fields 
as education, economics or pr- 
inting as examples of the pe- 
culiar role of the RSS in a 
small developing country such 
as Jordan. 

“We function as a kind of cat- 
alyst in the whole thrust of de- 
velopment,” he says, sprinkling 
his thoughts with the combina- 
tion of space-age and profes- 
sorial language that emanates 
from all R&D organisations 
throughout in the world. “For 
example, in our education de- 
partment we have produced a 
series of science readers for 
children in the 6-II-year-old 
age group. This will not have 
an immediate impact upon in- 
dustrial development in Jor- 
dan, but it is relevant to the 
whole orientation of our child- 
ren towards foe language of 
science and technology, the 
kind of orientation they w31 
find helpful as they grow up 
in an increasingly mechanised 
society. In this respect, we do 
the work that the harried ad- 
ministrators of day-to-day orga- 
nisations have little time for. 
Other examples are the sup- 
plementary materials we pro-

LONDON, Feb. 21 (R). — Dr. 
David Owen, 38, a staunch ad- 
vocate of Britain's role in Eu- 
rope, was named tonight as Bri- 
tain's youngest foreign secre- 
tary since World War n. 

The tall, dark-haired neuro- 
logist, who has been deputy 
foreign secretary for several 
months, replaces Mr. Anthony 
Crosland, 58, who died on Sat- 
urday after a stroke which had 


Spanish Communist electoral 
lists defy Suarez government 


MADRID, Feb. 21 (R). — The 
Spanish Communist Party toni- 
ght put new pressure on the 
government by announcing its 
list of candidates for the com- 
ing general elections even be- 
fore the party had been decla- 
red legal. 

The Communists, officially 
banned since the end of the 
1936-39 civil war, applied for 
full legal status on Feb. li. The 
government has said it would 
decide by Wednesday whether 
or not to refer the application 
to the Supreme Court for a rul- 
ing. 

However, the party pressed 
the issue tonight by publishing 
its list of candidates in most 
Spanish constituencies for the 
350-seat lower house. The Co- 
mmunists thus became the first 


party to put forward a detailed 
list of candidates for the elec- 
tions to be held by the end of 
June. 

Party Secretary General San- 
tiago Carrillo, and its 81 -year- 
old President Dolores Ibamiri 
head foe lists for Madrid and 
foe Asturias. Senora Ibarruri, 
known as “La Pasionaria” for 
her fiery oratory for foe repub- 
lican cause during the civil war, 
lives in exile in Moscow but ho- 
pes to return to her homeland. 

The surprise announcement 
came as Prime Minister Ado- 
lfo Suarez worked on the final 
details of an economic package 
designed to see Spain through 
the general elections. 

Nervousness over foe pack- 
age, to be presented to foe na- 


tion tomorrow, forced the pese- 
ta down again against the doll- 
ar as Senor Suarez discussed 
the proposals with his econo- 
mic, commerce and industry 
ministers. 

The communists have also th- 
reatened to disrupt the econo- 
my with strikes unless they are 
allowed to contest the elections. 

However, foe party wants to 
form electoral alliances to fight 
foe senate seats and .thus did 
not put forward any names for 
the upper house.

Last 
week Dr. Owen led a communi- 
ty delegation in talks with the . 
Soviet Union over European fi- 
sheries limits. 

Dr. Owen is regarded as a 
moderate labourite who Iras had 
a swift rise through the politi- 
cal ranks. 

His. new deputy will be Mr. 
Frank Judd, who was Minister 
of Overseas Development 

Mr. Judd's post goes back to 
foe leftwinger who held it pre- 
viously -- Mrs. Judith Hart 
She was dropped from the go- 


vernment by Mr. Callaghan 
when he took over leadership 
from Sir Harold Wilson, in April 
1976. 

The cabinet’s size has been 
increased from 23 to 24, with 
the addition of Mr. Joel Bar- 
nett, who retains his job as 
Chief Secretary to the Treasury 
but goes up to cabinet rank to 
strengthen Mr. Healey's voice 
in cabinet sessions. 

Mr. Crosland was cremated 
today near Oxford, where he 
collapsed at his home after a 
heavy speU of work - - looking 
up from his documents sudden- 
ly and saying to his American 
bom wife : “Something has 

happened”. 

His widow, the writer Susan 
Barnes Watson, led the mourn- 
ers at foe small funeraL She 
had stayed at Mr. Crosland’s 
hospital bedside while he was 
unconscious. 

Mr. Crosland’s death has gi- 
ven the Labour government an 
additional problem. It no longer 
has an overall majority in the 
House of Commons and Mr. 
Crosland’s seat at the eastern 
fishing post of Grimsby cannot 
automatically be expected to 
return another Labour member 
of parliament -

be left relying on support from 
smaller opposition groups. No 
by-election date has yet bow 
announced- 
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The comments of Royal Scientific Society Direc- 
tor-General Dr. Albert Butors, in his interview in this 
newspaper today, seem to us particularly relevant to 
the immense task that Jordan has embarked upon 
with a clear spirit of determination. That tas k is 
conveniently known as “development”, and Jordan, 
like all developing states, is coming to realise two 
very important things — that development does not 
automatically follow the drawing up cf plans or the 
allocations of budgets, and that development in- 
volves fundamental transformations in developing 
societies that are vulnerable precisely because they 
are in the midst of enormous metamorphosis. 

Jordan is not a financially wealthy nation, and it 
is dwarfed by the oil behemoths that live in the same 
neighbourhood. But in its basic drive for develop- 
ment, Jordan is in the same class of developing states 
that includes such cash-rich members as Saudi 
Arabia or Iran. The same kinds of new institutional 
structures need to be built, and the same kinds of 
managerial and administrative capabilities need to be 
developed, in both Saudi Arabia and Jordan. The 
single most obvious new physical element that defines 
the process of development is that of mechanisation. 


It was the heart of the Industrial Revolution that 
sprang up around the North Sea in the 18th and 
19th centuries, and it is similarly the heart of the 
process that has now engulfed the Arab World and 
the oil-producing states. 


Jordan is fortunate in that it has a relatively 
advanced level of human and material infrastructural 
development upon which it can build the society it 
seeks to become. It is also fortunate to have the 
ability to attract the funds it requires for the process 
of economic development The critical factor then 
becomes the allocation of priorities, and the manage- 
rial ability to keep the process moving along smooth- 
ly. As the economic boom continues, the task facing 
the developmental managers in this country, like 
other developing countries, is one of problem-solving, 
removal of obstacles and overcoming of bottlenecks. 


Cash alone cannot do this job properly or fully. The 
great task that will determine the success of Jordan’s 
developmental dash is the ability of the country, to 
come up with the managerial capability to keep a 
mechanised society functioning smoothly. It is the 
same task that faces all developing nations. Wlute it 
is relatively easy to build new industrial projects or 
housing schemes, it is ultimately far more important 
to have the know-how to run these things, and the 
parallel ability to adapt things such as educational 
curricula to the needs of the more complex mecha- 
nised society that Jordan will become by the nature 
of its developmental process. This must be kept in 
mind by all people, and acted upon before a new 
physical society is built upon the shoulders of out- 
moded attitudes. This is the guarantor that deve- 
lopment achieved will be development perpetuated. 


ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 


One Jordanian daily Monday 
commenced on the debate bet- 
ween Mr. Yitzhak Rabin and 
Mr. Shimon Peres on Sunday, 
while a second discussed the 
results of His Majesty King 
Hussein's speech to the nation, 
in which he called for a new 
sense of responsibility among 
Jordanians. 

AL RAX under the heading 
"Rabin or Peres", says that no 
tangible difference of opinion 

exists between the two candid- 
ates for the leadership of the 
Labour Party and of Israel. The 
only thing they have in com- 
mon, the paper adds, is that 
both lack political influence, 
as demonstrated by Mr. Peres' 
candidacy, which wouldn’t have 
taken place if Mr. Rabin rea- 
lly commanded political power 
within his party and in the Is- 
raeli government. 

Attention was mainly focu- 
ssed on the two candidates' 
conception of the Palestinian 
problem. While Rabin believes 
that the refusal of the Arab 
states to accept the existence 
of Israel, and not the Palestin- 
ians, constitutes the crux of 
the Middle East problem, Mr. 
Peres is convinced that the Pal- 
estinian question is important 
and crucial. 

The two agree, with slight 
differences, on the necessity 
for coexistence with the “Pal- 
estinian political reality”, the 
paper, says. However, Peres tr- 
ies to be closer to the U.S. po- 
sition on the issue, as it was 
U.S. influence which helped to 
move Mr. Rabin from the post 
of ambassador to that of Isra- 
el’s premier. 

Mr. Peres knows that this in- 
fluence Is capable of giving 
him a push to the top of the 
Labour Party and then to the 
premiership. He realises that 


the most moderate of the two 
candidates is the one likely to 
be closer to Washington and 
therefore to be helped by it. 

The paper concludes by say- 
ing that this week's elections 
will evolve around two candid- 
ates who proclaim semi -identi- 
cal views on the Middle East 
conflict, but who do not rep- 
resent a leadership capable of 
taking decisions. 

AL OUSTOUR, under the 
heading “A campaign against 
corruption", says that by adop- 
ting a series of measures re- 
questing and even warning em- 
ployees to work conscientiou- 
sly and to fulfill their duties 
with a sense of responsibility, 
the Cabinet has responded sw- 
iftly to His Majesty's call for 
such personal qualities in his 
speech addressed to the nation 
on Saturday. 

When His Majesty reminds 
government employees and citi- 
zens of public duty and natio- 
nal responsibility, he wants to 
make sure that the sacrifices 
of those who passed away are 
not lost, the paper says. 

The “scandal” at Tafiieh is 
not a limited incident, but is 
the sign of lethal social ills ca- 
lled indlference, laziness and 
irresponsibility, the paper adds. 

Employees should become 
aware that such attitudes on 
their part constitute a crime 
against the people. 

The government has been fa- 
ir in sounding the alarm pri- 
or to using punishment as a 
deterrent, the paper says. 

The present cabinet, known 
for the honesty of its members, 
is capable of carrying through 
its warnings, which if it does, 
will be done with the approval 
of all the country, which has 
long awaited such a campaign 
of reform.

Q. : Your visit comes as inten- 
se diplomatic activity is pursu- 
ed in the area. Was there any 
.consultation or coordination be- 
tween yourself and your Ame- 
rican and German counterparts 
and the United Nations. 

A. : There is no such coordina- 
tion - - it is pure coincidence - - 
but this coincidence has a rai- 
son d’etre. In a few weeks time 
the Security. Council will dis- 
cuss the chances for a peace- 
ful solution in the Middle East 
Hence it is normal that the di- 
plomatic heads of some coun- 
tries that are interested in this 
problem should come to explore 
the views of the leaders of the 
confrontation states and get to 
know their position regarding 
a settlement. 

This is the purpose of my visit 
to Beirut, Damascus, Amman 
and Cairo. 1 shall also visit Is- 
rael by the end of March. 

Q. : Are you optimistic that 
current contacts with the va- 
rious leaders will lead to a spe- 
edy solution of the ALE. pro- 
blem in 1977 ? 

A.: You should not be over 


optimistic or raise your hopes in 
case you are deceived. To be 
realistic, a problem that has 
lasted for over 25 years cannot 
be solved in a matter of weeks. 
Yet I believe that 1977 is more 
favourable than previous years 
for finding a peaceful solution 
and that considerable progress 
towards a settlement will be 
achieved. ' ~ 

Q. : Will you discuss the re- 
sults of your visit with the EEC 
countries? 

A. : I shall not discuss the re- 
sults of my visit, because they 
are not subject to discussion ; 
but it is customary that during 
political consultations the nine 
member-states inform one ano- 
ther of the problems that inter- 
est the community. 

Q. : It has been reported that 
the U.S. has used Us influence 
to prevent the EEC countries 
issuing a statement about the 
ALE. How true is that and what 
is the nature of this statement. 
A. : The political experts of 
the nine EEC countries have 
prepared a declaration concer- 
ning the principles of a solu- 
tion in the Middle East. We 


have decided that it is not ap- 
propriate to publis’*. this decla- 
ration until several of us have 
paid visits to the Middle East 
to acquaint ourselves with the 
situation and the position of 
the various governments in the 
region. 

In conclusion, the French fo- 
reign minister said that Fran co- 
Jordanian relations are excel- 
lent and added that relations 
between His Majesty King Hus- 
sein and French President Val- 
ery G is card d'Estaing are per- 
sonal and friendly. 

The minister further stated 
after his meetings with King 
Hussein, Prince Hassan and pre- 
mier Mudar Badran that Jordan 
and France share similar views 
on a large number of questions. 

The French minister praised 
existing cooperation between 
Jordan and France - - primarity 
in the educational and technical 
fields. In addition, a large num- 
ber of French businesses have 
conducted studies aimed at im- 
plementing vital projects in 
Jordan, such as the phosphate 
project, and others in line for 
the future.

duce for science teachers, such 
as manuals on the proper care 
of lab equipment. The Educa- 
tion Ministry just does not 
have the time to sit back and 
produce these things. In this 
sense, we are a catalyst. The 
principles of technology that 
we work with are very often 
universal; they’re part of the 
know-how that humanity has 
in its hands at this point. Our 
task is to take this and see 
how it can be adapted to our 
local conditions. 

“A large part of our job is to 
speed up the process pf the tr- 
ansfer of technology. We have 
learned that technology cannot 
be transferred in toto. It has so- - 
dal and economic components 
that have to be considered. Te- 
chnology needs a kind of condu- 
it through which it can be tr- 
ansferred from industrial so- 
cieties to developing societies, 
through which the technology 
can be adapted and refined to 
meet local needs. 

“A good example here is our 
building materials research ce- 
ntre, where we seek to draw 
on the technology of building 
that is developed all over the 
world. But the end product we 
want has to be Jordanian. We 
don’t aim only to change things 
here, or the way things are 
done, but rather to improve on 
what we have, to investigate 
the local experience and make 
it more workable. We ask our- 
selves constantly: What do we 
have here ? How can we make 
it better? How can we benefit 
from the human experience in 
improving things? We certain- 
ly don’t want to pull down 
what we already have in Jor- 
dan and impose new structures. 
We’re very aware of the dang- 
ers in this. We seek to act as 
a catalyst between modem 
technological capabilities and 
local ways of doing things.” 

Dr. Butros says that, besides 
the process of helping the tra- 
nsfer of technology, the RSS 
has three other primary func- 
tions. He lists these as: 

(1) to carry out applied re- 
search in such areas as indus- 
try, education, computer sci- 
ences or economics and to 
make the findings available to 
both private and government 
institutions in the country; 

(2) to supply expertise in 

the whole area of administra- 
tion (“...not to introduce new 
theories, but rather to work in 
areas such as organising filing 
systems, or the flow of -infor- 
mation- " Within an ■ ' ; organ ta ~ 
tion...”; ■ • - 

(3) And to make an attempt at 
organising scientific and tech- 
nological information and mak- 
ing it available to researchers 
as well as to people in busi- 
ness, industry, agriculture or 
the government. 

Dr. Butros suggests that the 
RSS could help Jordan deve- 
lop into a kind of regional cen- 
tre for research and applica- 
tion. He explains: ‘The impact 
of the RSS is ultimately that 
it will help the process that is 
taking place in Jordan right 
now, which is the movement 
at an accelerating pace into 
the technological age. I be- 
lieve that Jordan has a golden 
opportunity to become a kind 
of technological centre for the 
Middle East region. Because of 
our manpower, our skilled in- 


dividuals, our university gra- 
duates, our size, and our exis- 
ting infrastructure, we could 
become a sort of centre for te- 
chnology and training in the 
long run. We have, people here 
who speak the language of the. 
developed industrial states, 
who know the systems and 
have the contacts with people 
in ths industrial and academic 
worlds of the West There is 
a conscious decision and a 
rationale for engaging in the 
process of the transfer of tech- 
nology to Jordan. Some coun- 
tries. such as China, have not 
opted for this transfer of tech- 
nology; they prefer to develop 
from within their own coun- 
tries. In Jordan, we have de- 
liberately sought to accelerate 
the process of the transfer of 
technology, and the RSS can 
help this process by being 
very carefully selective about 
the kinds of technology that 
Jordan needs, and by our role 
of adapting this technology to 
local circumstances.” 

Dr. Butros again gives the 
example of the building mate- 
rials research centre at the 
RSS (which has recently been 
designated by the Arab League 
as a “regional centre"). He says 
that the application of mass 
production techniques in build- 
ing will require standardisation 
that does not* exist today in 
Jordan. For example, he says, 
for every new bouse -or build- 
ing that is to be constructed, 
the owner and the contractor 
have to negotiate the sizes of 
the doors and windows. If 
these could be . standardised, 
mass production techniques 
could be employed to make 
the work faster and more eco- 
nomical. This standardisation 
is something the RSS could 
study, and come up with re- 
commendations that would be 
passed on to the government 
or to private industry. 

Dr. Butros also mentions the 
traditional use of the local lim- 
estone as another area where 
the BSS could look into tech- 
niques to make the production, 
cutting or transport of the 
stone cheaper and more effici- 
ent, thus providing new techno- 
logical aids to a local Jordan- 
ian technique. 

He mentions the increasing 
amount of work being done by 
the RSS to test the quality of 
building materials, such as the 
output of local quarries. The 
Natural Resources Authority 
does not have the labs or the 
• equipment to carry out such 
nesting, but the’RSS'baS both.' ' 
■ and it can enter 'into-contrac- 1 
tual arrangements to do such 
testing for both private and 
state organisations. 

In the same field of building 
materials, an advisory commit- 
te has been set up that- inclu- 
des representatives of all ag- 
encies in Jordan concerned 
with the construction sector, 
including the Housing Bank, 
the Jordan Valley Commission, 
the Public Works Ministry, and 
others. The group meets regu- 
larly and acts as the essential 
link between the RSS and the 
various organisations in Jordan 
that stand to benefit directly 
from RSS capabilities. Similar 
consultations take place regu- 
larly with private companies as 
the RSS is moving into new 
fields of contract research or 
services for private industry. 


The latest example is an .ar 
rongement by which . the RS£ „ 
will look into the plastic bag} 
to be produced by a new loca 
company, , testing the bags fa 
strength, leakage, and wash ■ 
disposal efficiency, as well a 
devising an industrial safety 
programme for . the compam 
that will produce the bags. 

The RSS is also starting ti 
enter the field of testing to - 
quality in a whole range o 
local industries, including fuels ' 
paints, plastics, foods and bufl 
ding materials. Again, in thi 
respect, it carries out tfaeqa 
allty control function that Iargi 
companies do for themselves i 
the industrial states, but the 
the small Jordanian Anns & 
not have the capacity to.

— The Cabinet 
approved the 1977 budget of 
the Jordan Electricity Authority 
during its session Sunday.

Orient Express due for scrapyard 


Hie Orient Express, the Paris-Istanbul train be- 
loved of novel writers, is to cease to run from May. 
Yet the orient is becoming more acces s ible by rail 
from Europe than ever before. The trains of the 
future may well continue right to the heart of the 
mysterious orient and not stop merely at its gateway. 


For one further development 
has opened the way for the 
journey on to India. Improve- 
ment in relations between Pa- 
kistan and India has led to the 
reopening of the rail-link bet- 
ween Lahore and Amritsar, 
which had been dosed since 
the two countries went to war 
in 1971. 

The link was always there, 
part of the huge British-built 
railway network that encom- 


passes the entire subcontinent 
and made it possible for jour- 
neys to start from Calcutta in 
the east and proceed up to the 
northwest frontier with Afgha- 
nistan. 

Since July the link has been 
reopened and trains once more 
steam across the frontier. 

Afghanistan, which lies ba- 
lanced on the northwest fron- 
tier, is that curious phenome- 
non, a country without a rail-

way. (On mainland Asia the 
only other sizeable country 
without any railway is Laos, 
though Nepal has very little; 
these countries also have in 
common that they are land- 
locked.) 

An interesting sideline to the 
railway link-up is that Afgha- 
nistan is contemplating retiring 
from last exclusive league by 
building itself a railway. The 
scheme is outlined in the re- 
cently announced five-year 
plan. 

If the Afghan railway comes 
to see the light of day it would 
replace the inhospitable Balu- 
chistan line as the mainline, 
connecting with the Iranian 
system at Meshad and with 
the Pakistani network at Quet- 
ta.

And a channel tunn el bet- 
ween Britain and France, a se- 
cond Bosporous bridge to take 
the railway, and a Lake Van 
by-pass are all being, conside- 
red as possible schemes for the 
future. 

So when the Orient Express 
goes out of service in 'May af- 
ter 94 years it may herald the 
end of one era in rail travel 
but will be giving way to ano- 
ther in which intercontinental 
rail service become common. 

It is not likely that passenger 
expresses will ever ply the 
10,000 kms from London to 
Calcutta - - the demand for 
such a through service would 
be confined to a few enthusi- 
asts. But the advantage of pa- 
cking wagons in Europe for des- 
tinations in the subcontinent 
gives tbe link-up a purpose 
which could make its Eura- 
sian rail-link as famous as its 


northern, trans-Siberian coun- 
terpart 

Unfortunately, the Eu rasian 
Express comes to a halt at tbe 
buffers in Calcutta. The poli- 
tical status quo east of there 
rules out any imminent pros- 
pects for tbe subcontinent to 
link up with tbe Vietnam -Chi - 
na-Korea-Mongolia railway net- 
work. And even the war i im n 
railway built with great loss 
of life by allied prisoners of 
war between Burma and Thai- 
land has disappeared back in- 
to the jungle. 

So it is likely to be many 
years yet before the departure 
indicator at Hong Kong station 
is able to offer trains to Lon- 
don via either the northern 
route through China, Mongolia 
and the • Soviet Union (winch 
is at present feasible) or the 
southern route through Viet- 
nam, Thailand, Burma and 
India onwards. 

LONDON (Gemini) — It is pro- 
bable that before the end of 
the decade a passenger from 
London (or Dublin, or Edin- 
burgh) will be able to journey 
by train as far as Calcutta 
without ever leaving the rail- 
way system.

quite a long time -- perhaps 
two weeks -- and cost a small 
fortune, but it would at least 
be a possible means of reach- 
ing the Indian subcontinent. 

However, fids link-up of the 
European and Asian railway 
networks will have been 
achieved for different reasons 
than those which once made 
the Orient Express tbe most 
splendid way of traversing Eu- 
rope. 

No longer do European no- 
bility travel in style by rail 
when tbe journey can be dong 
so much quicker by air. In- 
stead, Europe’s international 
trains are these days more 
concerned with the transporta- 
tion of goods, and of migrant 
workers returning home for an- 
nual leave. 

Over the years the changing 
ethos of the railways and chan- 
ging clientele of the passenger 
wagons has been reflected in 
a general run-down of service 
available. The Orient Express 
has long since lost its restau- 
rant car, but then few passen- 
gers these days travel the en- 
tire three-day journey from Pa- 
ris to Istanbul. 

But as the passenger traffic 
by rail across borders has dec- 
lined, the flow of goods has 
increased. Much of this moves 
by road, and huge juggernauts 


baton Ocean 


can be seen awaiting customs 
clearance at every frontier bet- 
ween Britain and ban. 

But the sheer inadequacy of 
roads has led to Increased use 
of tbe railways. The break- 
through in die Eurasia rail-link 
came four years ago when Tur- 
kish railways linke d up with 
Iran’s railways by way of a 
ferry across Lake Van m eas- 
tern Turkey. 

Now a weekly express takes 
three days and three nights 
to cover tbe 3,000 kms from 
Istanbul to tbe Iranian capi- 
tal, Tehran. 

The line still needs improve- 
ment --on the Turkish side 
consideration is being given to 
a loop to avoid the 100 km 
lake crossing, and in Iran work 
will start shortly on comple- 
ting a doubling of the line bet- 
ween Tabriz and Tehran. 

Iran is also hard at work 
on extensions to its rail net- 
work south and eastwards. As 
the existing system forges its 
way to the important Gulf port 
of Bafidar Abbas, another br- 
anch is planned to head east 
to Zahedan, the railhead In 
Iran of the Pakistan railway. 
The remaining 400 km stretch 
of the Ker man d- Zftnadiin link- 
up, thus the formal con- 
nection of the Indo-Pakistan 
railway systems with the 'Eu- 
ropean ones, is due by the end

of Iran’s current five-year plan, 
in, 1979. 

From Zahedan eastwards the 
journey is plain sailing. Or ra- 
ther it would be but for the 
foot that tbe first 500 kms run 
across tbe bleak wilderness of 
Baluchistan from where ban- 
ditry has not teen entirely eli- 
minated. 

Fortunately, though, attacks 
on the mice-weekly train which 
plies between Zahedan and 
Quetta are rare, unless they be 
by customs officers who mow 
the train as a favourite means 
of smug gling goods between 
the two countries. Then again 
the occasional cholera outbreak 
in Pakistan causes the Iranian 
authorities to close the border 
temporarily to one and alL ...... 

But after Quetta the trains 
are more frequent and the pe- 
rils less real. In Pakistan, as 
in India, the railway station 
is a hive of activity where a 
whole community seems to ex- 
ist and where trains come and 
go bound far destinations so 
ter distant that in European 
terms they would be several 
countries away. 

Few passengers travel tOl the 
journey's end, though if they 
should so wish the trains are 
there to transport them to Ka- 
rachi. to Lahore or onwards 
infa India.

ARABIC FOR NON-ARABIC 
SPEAKING STUDENTS 

Die Arabic Department at the University of Jordan hag already 
standardised a programme for the Arabic language to be taught to 
non-Arabic speaking students.

Furthermore, there 
is no intermediary language used in the course. Non-curricular program- 
mes are also planned for the student 

The advanced course is made up of original texts which the 
stu de nt win read in class with the hi pra ter to tehance «*p»* 

bflities in the language. The use of the l a n gu age inh and «u the read- 
mg and exercise material which is recorded are an integral part of the 
course. 

Requirements for admission into the beginners course are sim- 
ply a high school certificate.

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Israel’s Labour Party convention 
chooses between Rabin, Peres today 


TEL AVIV, Feb. 21 (AFP). — 
The battle for leadership of the 
r uling Labour Party will end 
here tomorrow when a national 
nominating convention picks a 
standard-bearer for the May 
legislative elections. 

Supporters of both Prime 
Minister Yitzhak Rabin and De- 
fence Minister Shimon Peres - - 
his challenger for the top spot 
-- were today claiming the ba- 
cking of a majority of the 3,000 
delegates. 

But most analysts agree the 
race was too close to call ana 
would probably swing on the 
votes of 200-300 undecided me- 
mbers of the party, which has 
dominated politics here for nea- 
rly 30 years. 


General elections were sche- 
duled for May 17 following the 
resignation in December of Mr. 
Rabin's government. 


The duel for leadership of the 
party, observers here said, hin- 
ges more on personality, style 
and charisma than on substan- 
tive issues. 

Little attention has been paid 
to ideology or political platfo- 
rms. they added, noting that 
neither candidate can be nea- 
tly tagged as a “hawk or a 
“dove” on the Israeli-Arab dis- 
pute. 

Mr. Peres, an ally of G “- 

Moshe Dayan, has the reputa- 
tion of a hard-liner, especially 
on future territorial concessions 


on the occupied West Bank. 

But among the defence mini- 
ster’s most active supporters 
are leading "dove” Labourites 
Including former Foreign Mini- 
ster Abba Eban and Knesset 
member Yossi Sarid. 


Mr. Peres has referred to 
himself as a moderate through- 
out the campaign, stressing the 
need for a man to head the par- 
ty for it to remain the dominant 
force in Israeli politics. 


Supporters of Mr. Rabin have 
replied that the prime minister 
was the new man and Mr. Pe- 
res, the old. 


Italian gunman wanted to trade 
hostages for Pope Paul 


The prime minister, they po- 
int out, entered political life 
three years ago while Mr. Peres 
has been active for 20 years on 
the national scene. 


SALUZZO, Italy. Feb. 21. 
(R). — An armed and wounded 
Communist gunman gave him- 
self up to police here early to- 
day after holding a family of 
five hostage for more than 16 
hours, police said. 

Mr. Franco Bartoli. 29, had 
said during the siege he would 
release the three children of the 
captive family only in excha- 
nge for Pope Paul or Interior 
Minister Francesco Cossiga. 

Mr. Bartoli. jailed for armed 
robbery and possessing arms, 
was one of three men who tri- 
ed to escape from Saluzzo’s 
medieval castle prison yester- 
day morning. A guard spotted 
them and opened fire with a 
sub-machine gun when they ig- 
nored his orders to stop. 


The two others were recap- 
tured, one wounded, but Mr. 
Bartoli, hit in the leg and the 
shoulder managed to reach the 


home of Mr. Guiseppe Ariaudo, 
where he herded the family mto 
a bedroom at pistol-point. 

Later, in a radio interview 
he described himself as a Co- 
mmunist militant, and said be 
would only exchange the chil- 
dren, for Pope Paul or Signor 
Cossiga. 

At the same time, inside the 
prison a group of eight other 
prisoners seized a warder and 
three prisoners and demanded 
that Mr. Bartoli should be all- 
owed to make his getaway. 

Police ringed the Ariaudi ho- 
use and a magistrate started 
lengthy negotiations. Mr. Bar- 
toll's mother was brought to 
the scene to try to persuade 
him to surrender. 

Mr. Bartoli gave himself up 
at 230 ajn. today shortly after 
his comrades inside the prison 
had released their hostages. He 
was carried away to hospital 
on a stretcher. 


Backers of Mr. Rabin were 
also touting the prime minist- 
er’s experience as Israeli amba- 
ssador to Washington, claiming 
it would be crucial in coming 
months as moves for peace tal- 
ks pick up steam.

Gandhi’s re-election is “dark night”

NEW DELHI, Feb. 21 (R). —

ction of her ruling Congress 
Party told voters today.

Iran’s oil troubles force cut in defence budget 


TEHRAN, Feb 21. (R). — Iran- 
which increased the price of 
its oil by 10 per cent in Janu- 
ary, has slashed S3 billion off 
its defence spending and cut 
foreign aid to cushion the im- 
pact of declining oil revenues. 

But the record budget total- 
ling nearly $50 billion announ- 
ced yesterday included a deci- 
sion to raise loans on the do- 
mestic and foreign markets to 
ensure continued economic 
growth. In the current and p re- 


had 


vious fiscal years, Iran 
sought loans only abroad. 

The defence allocation was 
reduced to about $8 billion af- 
ter the Shah had ordered a fi- 
nal $3 2-billion cut, Dr. Abdul 
Majid Majidi, head of the Bud- 
get and Pl annin g Organisation 
told a press conference. 

Earlier Prime Minister Amir 
Abbas Hoveyda said the de- 
fence cut did not undermine 
the importance of defending 
Iran’s frontiers and national in- 
terests. 


“What the new budget por- 
tends is simply a review of po- 
sitions under the present cir- 
cumstances and not a cut in our 
resolution, and this should not 
be misunderstood by friend or 
foe," he said. 

Iran's petroleum exports have 
been declining since Jan. 1 
when prices rose by 10 per cent 
in line with a decision by a 
majority of the 13 members of 
the Organisation of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries (OPEC). 


Saudi Arabia, one of the 
world's largest oil producers, 
and the United Arab Emirates 
alone decided to limit their 
1977 price increase to five per 
cent. 

The record $49,173 billion 
budget was delayed nearly six 
weeks to revise expenditure af- 
ter oil exports, dropped. 

Budget revenue .was estima- 
ted at $47,434 billion against 
$45 billion for the fiscal year 
now ending. 


Egypt to sign trade 
protocol with China 


CAIRO, Feb. 21 (AFP). — 
An Egyptian delegation is sch- 
eduled to leave for Peking next 
month to sign a trade proto- 
col. between China and Egypt, 
it was leraned here yesterday. 


Under the terms of the ag- 
reement. Egypt was to import 
from China: Foodstuffs, tobac- 
co, machinery, clothes, paper 
and office items. In exchange it 
will sell China cotton, rice, pe- 
anuts, phosphates, drugs ana 
linen. 

On its way back from Pek- 
ing, the Egyptian delegation is 


to stop in Hanoi to sign a simi- 
lar agreement with Vietnam. 
Egypt was to export cotton 
threads and fabrics to Vietnam 
which, in exchange, would sell 
zince, lead, tin, lumber, tobac- 
co, tea, coal and bamboo 

stalks. . , . 

The protocol to be signed in 
Peking provides for a 33 per 
cent increase in trade between 
the two countries bringing tne 
volume of trade up to some 
£80 million. 

Details of the agreement to 
be signed in Hanoi have not 
been given.

ZAPU leader Joshua Nko- 
mo's popular political support 
is strongest among the Mata- 
beie people in 'the south and 
southwest of Rhodesia, and the 
sources believed this was the 
reason the area bad become a 
recruiting ground for ZAPU 
guerrillas. 

But a Rhodesian government 


spokesman Saturday flatly de- 
nied a report in the Johannes- 
burg Rand Duly Mail that near- 
ly 1,000 school children tad 
gone to Botswana from south- 
west Rhodesia in the previous 
five days. 

The spokesman said there 
had been “the odd abduction 
-- but certainly not on this 
scale." 

A Rhodesian government 
communique admitted Saturday 
for the first time that Rhode- 
sia had taken action inside 
Botswana. The communique 
said a white police detective 
inspector was killed when some 
of its police crossed into Bots- 
wana on a “hot pursuit" ope- 
ration. 

Two weeks ago, some 400 
black schoolchildren from the 
Masami mission school crossed 
into Botswana. The Rhodesian 
government said they were ab- 
ducted by guerrillas but Bots- 
wana said they went willingly. 

The Daily Mail report, from 
a correspondent in the Bots- 
wana border town of Frands- 
town, said 925 Rhodesian youn- 
gsters were living in squalor 
in a transit camp awaiting 
flights to .Lusaka, Zambia., 

The report did not indicate 
whether the children had been 
abducted by guerrillas. It said 
some of the children were still 
wearing school uniform.

— Fear 
has returned to the ghost vil- 
lage of Seveso in northern Italy. 

The birth of three malformed 
babies eight months after an 
accident at Seveso’s ICMESA 
ch emical factory released a 
cloud of deadly dioxin gas has . 
struck fear once again among 
the people who live around the 
village. 

There is no known antidote 
to dioxin poisoning and Seve- 
so’s most conte wwiparpd zones 
were evacuated after the acci- 
dent on July 10 last yeax. 

According to Dr. Mario Mie- 
dico, the three cases of mal- 
formation were caused by di- 
oxin. The news came as people 
living close to Seveso were be- 
ginning to forget the dioxin 
danger. 

Since the accident, 50 babies 
have been bom in villages 
around Seveso and all of them 
were in bouncing good health. 
As a result, the polemics were 
subsiding aver the action of 
Italy’s small Radical Party, 
which mobilised doctors to car- 
ry out abortions on women 
whose unborn babies might 
have been poisoned by dioxin 
contamination, a move fiercely 
opposed by the Roman Catholic 
Church. 

Even so, there have been 
other danger signals. A total 
of 337 cases of what local doc- 
tors describe as a form of 
acne caused by derivatives of 
chlorine have been found 
among schoolchildren in the 
region and a 63-year-old wo- 
man has died, although it was 
not known if her death was 
caused either directly or indi- 
rectly by dioxin. 

What is more, traces of di- 
oxin have been discovered in 
several streams, some of them 
a considerable distance from 
Seveso. 

The m ed i cal scare had one 
positive effect, however. The 
revival of fear has. brought re- 
gional administrators, scientific 
experts and doctors together 
to try to tackle the Seveso di- 
saster, burying the squabbles 
that had kept them at sixes 
and sevens.
